Erasmus calls for northern military inquiry

The leader of Canada’s Dene Nation says there 
should be a full public inquiry into militarization of 

There has been a “great acceleration” of 
militarization in the north over the past decade or so, 
Bill Erasmus told a recent meeting of the special joint 
Senate-House of Commons committee studying Cana¬ 
da’s defence policy. 

“We have seen cruise missiles continually being 
engaged throughout the Mackenzie Valley,” he said. 
As well, he pointed out that a corridor for low-level 
flights has been developed in some parts of Canada 
and that supersonic flights are operating near other 
northern locations. 

“All these developments have been happening with¬ 
out full public reviews or environmental assessments 
with the public having an opportunity to speak out 
and talk about how militarization might occur,” said 
Erasmus. 

The Dene leader, who is also a vice-chief of the 
Assembly of First Nations, said the Aboriginals’ big¬ 
gest concern is that government has gone ahead with 
things that are “not to the liking of our peoples.” 

Erasmus told the committee the public has to be 
directly involved in any thoughts of the militarization 
of the north, particularly since “we were not engaged 
in the first discussions that took place.” 

When the government announced that military 
bases would be built in the north, he said, the Natives 
asked for hearings, a federal environmental assess¬ 
ment review and agreement that permits not be 
granted for lands necessary. 

But Erasmus said the Natives’ requests were de¬ 
nied. “It showed our people that basically government 
could do whatever it wanted on our lands, even 
though there was a process in place that provided or 
ought to have provided for people to have an opportu¬ 
nity to speak out.” 

Some of the military bases in the north should be 
used by civilians, the Dene leader also said. He noted 
that one base in Yellowknife isusedlessthanl5 days 
of the year. 

“It costs the taxpayers, which is us, $25 million, and 
we as civilians have no access to the building to use it 
for other purposes.” 

Women’s shelters and other facilities are needed, 
“and we have an empty building that is used very 



The Liberal government was also urged by Erasmus 
to live up to the standards it set while in opposition. 
“When the Liberal Party was in opposition the Liberal 
members worked strongly with our people in oppos¬ 
ing cruise missiles,” he said. “Just last month we had 
cruise missiles go through the Mackenzie Valley, ana'i 
it’s not clear if they’re going to continue, with this I 
present government.” 

In his closing remarks, Erasmus said the Dene 
people are supportive of the Innu in Labrador and I 
Quebec who have been fighting against low-level 
flying. “It has seriously affected their lands, their 
livelihood, and them as a people.” 

He said the Dene are concerned that the corridor 
that has now been established in the north could 
create a situation similar to that of the Innu. 

“I think we have to seriously hear what those people 
have to say and deal with their question of land 
ownership, which is very much similar to our situa¬ 
tion in the north,” he said.

FSIN sign cost sharing agreement

An agreement between the Federation of Saskatchewan Indians (FSIN) and 
the Saskatchewan government has been reached regarding the sharing of profits 
of two proposed casinos in Regina and Saskatoon. 

Saskatchewan Minister Eldon Lautermilch was quoted by media as saying “I 
t hink we’ve proved the skeptics all wrong.” 

Highlights of the package include a profit sharing between the FSIN and the 
government: 50 percent for the province, and the rest split between First Nations, 
charities, exhibitions and the Metis; 50 percent of all jobs created are to go to 
Natives; almost $2 million for First Nations to help “cover the costs associated 
with developing the partnership.” 

The government official estimated the two casinos would bring in about $70 
million a year. 

Officials at the Saskatoon Exhibition told media they were surprised by the 
announcement and had no input into the decision while the head of the Metis 
Nation of Saskatchewan also was quoted as saying they too had no prior 

Mick Ryan, an assistant to Chief Roland Crowe, head of the SFIN, maintains 
that everything is “going quite well, the agreement has been passed into law by 
the government.” 

According to Ryan the official signing will take place in Saskatoon on June 17 
and is the culmination of two years of discussions between the Native organiza¬ 
tion and the government. 

Ryan says that the casinos may employ as many as 1600 to 1800 people and half 
should be Aboriginal.

A key factor in the success of the casinos will be marketing, says Ryan. 

“There hasn’t been an operator selected yet, that’s the next step. 

“We need a request for proposals to go out to Canadian and American firms for 
development and management and the board of directors established. Four from 
the government and three from the FSIN, along with their technical people, will 
look at the proposals and a selection will be made.” 

No firm deadline has been established for this phase, says Ryan, but estimates 
a three month turnaround for proposals to come in, be studied and an operator 
selected. 

Regina would like its casino in operation a few months before it hosts the next 
Grey Cup, adds Ryan. 

There has been some negative feedback on the decision to go ahead with casino 
gambling, admits Ryan. 

“A number of people have social concerns,” says Ryan. “Some people t hink that 
assoonas you get a casino, you’re going to get a lot of problems, but that’s not the 
reality of the casino business in Canada today. 

“It’s the fastest growing business in the world today, or one of them,” says Ryan. 
“It all depends on the management and the care taken in the operation and that’s 
why we have to get the best operator possible. Then you can look at the different 
marketing plans and how the social concerns are addressed and see how some of

Human Rights Commission to hear status dispute 

A Canadian Human Rights Commission tribunal is to hear a complaint 
against the Mohawk Council of Kahnawake. Peter and Judy Jacobs say the 
council refuses to recognize their status as Mohawk Indians because although 
he was adopted as an infant by an Aboriginal couple, Peter’s biological parents 
are non-Aboriginal and that Judy lost her status when she married Peter. The 
Jacobs say their disentitlement to Indian status prevents their access to 
housing permits and medical and dental services received by other members 
of the Mohawk community. A tribunal is to be appointed to hear the complaint. 

Nunavut series wins award 

Canada’s first Inuit owned independent video production company, Igloolik 
Isuma Productions, has won this year’s Bell Canada award for outstanding 
achievement in video art. It won the award for its Nunavut series involving 13 
programs depicting Inuit life in Igloolik in 1945. The actors are local people, 
doing real things in real life and the series shows some Inuit history and 
culture as told and lived by Inuit. “Therein lies its power,” said MP Jack 
Anawak while congratulating Igloolik Isuma on “its tremendous achievement” 
in its four short years of operation. 

Five candidates for top AFN position 

Five candidates are in the running for national chief of the Assembly of First 
Nations followingthe close of nominations at midnight June 1. The candidates 
include current chief Ovide Mercredi, of Grand Rapids, Manitoba. Others are 
Wally McKay of the Sachigo Lake First Nation in Ontario, Michael 
Kanontakehron Mitchell of Akwesasne, Ontario, Konrad Sioui of Huron- 
Wyandot, Quebec, and Delia Opekokew of Canoe Lake, Saskatchewan. The 
election is to be held during the annual general assembly of the AFN, July 5 
to 7 in Saskatoon. 

Alexander First Nation signs 
multi-year funding agreement 

The Alexander First Nation has set a precedent among the First Nations of 
Alberta by signing a multi-year funding agreement with the federal govem- 

Under this agreement, the federal government will transfer $23,202,070 
over a five year period, to the Alexander First Nation. 

This multi-year funding agreement 
allows the Alexander First Nation to 
design its own programs and de¬ 
velop its own policies in direct re¬ 
sponse to the communities needs. 

This type of agreement simplifies 
the funding relationship between 
the department and the Alexan¬ 
der First Nation while maintain¬ 
ing principles of accountability 
to community members and to 
participating funding agencies. 

The Alexander First Nation 
will be able to make and carry out 
long-term plans and can use any 
savings it realizes through careful 
management, for other community 
initiatives.

This month marks the tenth anniversary of the 
signing of the Inuvialuit Final Agreement, a land¬ 
mark achievement in Canadian history. 

The Inuvialuit Final Agreement was signed on 
June 5, 1984. It provided the Inuvialuit with a 
monetary settlement and ownership and control of 
:h of the lands around their six communities: 
Aklavik, Inuvik, Paulatuk and Tuktoyaktuk on the 
mainland, Sachs Harbour on Banks Island, and 
Holman on Victoria Island. As well, the joint man¬ 
agement bodies established under the agreement 
have enabled the Inuvialuit to play a major role in 
protecting the environment and to manage the 
wildlife resources of the region. 

The Inuvialuit Regional Corporation is the re¬ 
gion’s “umbrella organization.” Under its aggres¬ 
sive management, the Inuvialuit have successfully 
invested in many sectors of the economy, including 
real estate in both northern and southern Canada; 
in transportation through such companies as North¬ 
ern Transportation Limited and Aklak Air; in re¬ 
newable resources by commercially harvesting 
musk oxen; and in the petroleum industry through 
the Inuvialuit Petroleum Corporation. The 
Inuvialuit have also begun to explore the Asian 
Pacific markets for business opportunities through 
the Aboriginal Global Investment Corporation, 
which they established in 1992. In addition, cer¬ 
tain provisions of the Inuvialuit Final Agreement, 
designed to stimulate economic development, have 
resulted in significant employment and business 
opportunities for individuals as well as for Inuvialuit 







The environment and wildlife joint management 
bodies established by the agreement have very 
successfully enabled the Inuvialuit to fully partici¬ 
pate in environmental and wildlife management 
issues and decisions in the settlement region. As 
well, they have a direct voice in decisions on devel¬ 
opment proposals that might negatively impact on 
the environment. Ownership of large areas of tra¬ 
ditional lands further ensures the Inuvialuit have 
the control they need to preserve their traditional 
lifestyle and cultural identity. 


Youth participates in 
international exchange 

Anita Large, from the Saddle Lake Cree Natio 
been selected to participate in the Canada World Youth 
(CWY) International Exchange Program. As one of 21 
young people selected from across Canada for £ 
change between Ontario and India, Anita will a 
only as an ambassador from Canada but from the First 
Nations of Canada as well. 

Ms. Large feels that she “was very fortunate 
selected for the CWY exchange program,” and adds that 
she is one of two Aboriginal youth participating from the 
Prairie region. “As a Native youth,” she says, “I will 
have the opportunity to share the Native culture with 
the people of India and learn about their culture 
well." 

As part of the CWY exchange program, Anita 
squired to raise $1,500.00 of the total program cost. It 
: felt that fund raising provides participants an oppor¬ 
tunity to learn about their community, its citizens, 
government, businesses and service clubs. Participants 
strengthen their communication, organization and pub¬ 
lic relations skills through their fund-raising efforts.

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Canada Post addresses employment issues 


Canada Post Corporation and the Assembly of Manitoba Chiefs have agreed to 
work together to improve the representation of Aboriginal people employed by the 
Corporation. 

The agreement includes specific employment equity plans and goals, a con¬ 
sultative process and a monitoring procedure. It comes into effect October 15, 
1994 and will last for five years. The agreement concludes and resolves negotia¬ 
tions on the AMC complaint filed with the Canadian Human Rights Commission 
which indicated that Aboriginal people wer.e under-represented in Canada Post’s 
work force. 

The AMC has agreed to identify and designate Aboriginal organizations from 
various regions of Canada to help Canada Post recruit Aboriginal workers. Both 
Canada Post and the AMC agree that the consultative approach will help increase 
the number of potential Aboriginal applicants. 

Canada Post will use this directory of Aboriginal organizations to help improve 
the representation of clerical employees, supervisors, and middle managers if 
needed to achieve the goals established in the employment equity plan. 

The AMC and Canada Post have agreed to work together in partnership to 
establish three Canada-wide joint advisory committees that will identify and 
work to resolve the broader issues of the employment, retention and promotion of 
Aboriginal peoples; to review the progress of the employment equity action plan; 



Cypress Hills site chosen for 
Women’s Healing Lodge 

The establishment of a Healing Lodge for federally-sentenced Aboriginal 
women moved one step closer to completion this month with an official 
signing ceremony to designate the land where the facility will be built. 

Elders blessed the land at the Cypress Hills site in a special sunrise 
ceremony to prepare the land for construction, which is scheduled to begin in 
July. 

“We, in cooperation with the non-Aboriginal community, are honoured to 
be able to play a part in providing this Place of Healing,” said Chief Glen 
Oakes. 

The 30-bed Healing Lodge will accommodate federally sentenced Aborigi¬ 
nal women. Although part of a national initiative to bring female offenders 
“closer to home”, the Healing Lodge is distinctly different. It will offer 
programming and a correctional environment in keeping with Aboriginal 
culture and traditions. 

The creation of a Healing Lodge was recommended by a 1990 Task Force 
Report on Federally Sentenced Women which found that Aboriginal women 
are disproportionately represented in the correctional system. It is part of a 
national initiative to replace the Prison for Women at Kingston, Ontario, with 
regional facilities. 

Sixty jobs will be created dining the construction phase of the Healing 
Lodge project and another 26.5 full-time jobs will be created upon completion. 
The Healing Lodge will have an annual operating budget of $2.6 million.

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Alberta casinos 
still a question mark

Two First Nations are looking to improve their 
economic situations by operating Las Vegas-style 
casinos in Alberta. 

The Enoch Cree Nation and the Louis Bull Band 
have both met with the Alberta Gaming Commission 
with the idea of establishing casinos which would be 
run “for profit” rather than for charitable purposes. 

The Louis Bull band is exploring the possibility of 
setting up a Native-run casino near their reserve, 
which could mean an economic boost for both the 
reserve and the nearby city of Wetaskiwin. There are, 
however, conflicting reports about the feasability of 
such an enterprise. 

According to reports published in the Wetaskiwin 
Times, the casino construction plans are tentatively 
set and the building is scheduled to open in December 

Band members from both the Louis Bull Band and 
Enoch are reportedly enrolled in Las Vegas casino 
management training sessions. 

They are working with the Horseshoe Hotel in Las 
Vegas so that they are trained and ready to operate 
similar casinos in Alberta. 

However, there are still some hitches to be cleared 
before the casinos can go into action. 

Ian Taylor of the Alberta Gaming Commission dis¬ 
cussed some of the concerns: 

“We’ve had some informal meetings with Louis Bull 
and Enoch where we’ve discussed the existing casino 
models in the province. They had their lawyer’s and 
representatives from the U.S. and so on, and they 
went away to form an official proposal but that has, as 
yet, not been received. 

“At this point in time we’ve said quite clearly that if 
they wish to run a casino within the existing model 
they’re welcome to do so. If they want a change in the 
model that would require some discussion or negotia¬ 
tion with the government. 

“The existing model is that we license charities to 
operate casinos on a two-day basis from noon to 
midnight and they run table games only. There are no 
electronic slot machines or anything of that sort in 
any casino we have jurisdiction to license. In addition 



to that, in the summer at the major exhibitions there 
are casinos conducted by various agricultural socie¬ 
ties, for example Edmonton Northlands has a 10-day 
casino in conjunction with Klondike days and the 
Calgary stampede has one as well.” 

Taylor says that it was 
his impression that the 
Native bands would seek 
changes in the current 
casino model, but that he 
would not know for sure 
until a proposal is sub¬ 
mitted.

le during his travels, Wesuhkechahk came upon a small village 


of Indians where he stayed and visited for several days. He told the people 
stories of his adventures and that he was presently hunting for and 
destroying “wihtikowuk”, maneaters, which were once human, but had 
been transformed into raving lunatics that craved human flesh. 


Before long, the people of the village complained to Wesuhkechahk that 
many of their relatives had disappeared. Members of the camp had gone 
into the bush never to be seen again. The village was decreasing in 
numbers and the remaining people felt that they were doomed. 




Soon, he a saw a caribou poking its head out of the queer abode. 
Wesuhkechahk strolled toward the hut as the animal spied him and came 
out to meet him. 

“Good day hunter!” said the caribou. “Come into my house and have some 
of my food.” 


Wesuhkechahk went into the hut because his curiosity got the better of 
him. He had never known a caribou to live inside any lodge. When he saw 
piles of bones of all sizes littered here and there inside the hut he realized 
that the caribou was a wihtiko. The animal must have had many powers 
to kill so many Indians. 


Wesuhkechahk decided that he would investigate. Later, while travel¬ 
ling in the nearby hills, he saw a strange structure made out of old sticks. 
He hid among the tall pines to see who lived there.

Inside the hut, the caribou rested, but magical charms warned it of 
something approaching. The magic power did not recognize the spirit of 
Wesuhkechahk embodied in the great owl so the caribou was taken by 
surprise when Wesuhkechahk appeared in the doorway of the hut. 


The animal jumped to its feet and charged. The caribou missed as 
Wesuhkechahk grabbed its antlers and they both wrestled to the ground. 
The stick walls came apart as they fought and kicked. Finally, 
Wesuhkechahk heard a crack as he twisted and broke the animal’s neck 
with all his strength. The paralyzed “wihtiko caribou” lay there kicking 
and screaming. 



“You will live the rest of your days in hunger and pain for the evil you 
have committed,” stated Wesuhkechahk loudly.

Institute of American Indian Arts

The Institute of American Indian Arts (IAIA) in 
Santa Fe, New Mexico, and the Native American 
Language Issues Institute (NALI) is issuing a call 
for papers for NALI’s annual conference.

Two colleges to serve NWT students 

A new community college system is being developed for the Northwest 
Territories, to be in place for January 1995. The system will see two colleges 
established to best meet the post secondary educational needs of the Arctic 
community. 

There will be an eastern college with a head office located in Iqaluit, and a 
western college with a head office located in Fort Smith. Each college will 
include three campuses and a number of community learning centres. The 
eastern college will serve the Kitikmeot, Keewatin and Baffin regions. The 
western college will include the Inuvik, Fort Smith and Yellowknife regions. 

Both colleges will be corporations operating at arms length from the 
territorial government. A strategic plan will be developed for each college, 
based on the needs of the areas served. Each college will be directed by a 
separate Board of Governors. 

Links will be established between the two institutions which will allow 
students to transfer earned credits from one college to the other. The Colleges 
and Continuing Education Division will be established within the Depart¬ 
ment of Education, Culture and Employment to assist in coordination be¬ 
tween the two institutions. 

Sandy Osborne, Public and Corporate Affairs, stated that “At this point, we 
are well into the administrative re-organization required for the operation of 
two colleges. While this transition is going on from now until January 1, the 
College will continue to offer a broad range of programs and we will conduct 
business as usual.”

City, ministers and Aboriginal leaders committed 
themselves to pursuing the practical implementation 
of self-government through negotiation at the re¬ 
gional, provincial and local levels. The participants 
agreed that future self-government agreements need 
to be very flexible, given the great diversity of Aborigi¬ 
nal communities and the need to respect the jurisdic¬ 
tions of the parties. 

Ministers and leaders of the Inuit Tapirisat of 
Canada, Metis National Council, Congress of Aborigi¬ 
nal Peoples, and the Native Women’s Association of 
Canada agreed to continue discussions on the devel¬ 
opment of a Statement of National Principles and 


_; agreed to among the parties at least once a year. 

Ministers and Leaders also agreed to continue work 
on the elaboration of fiscal principles relating to self- 
government, and a continuation of the database exer¬ 
cise and the compilation of a common register of 
legislative measures. 

The Federal Metis Interlocutor, the Premier of the 
Northwest Territories, Native Affairs Ministers from 
the provinces of Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta, British Columbia and the leaders of the 
Metis Nation agreed to continue discussions to fur¬ 
ther elaborate on the elements of a self-government 
implementation approach for the Metis Nation. The 
parties, with the exception of Manitoba, have adopted 
a workplan and schedule for developing implementa¬ 
tion and cost sharing agreements concerning a Metis 


enumeration and registry.

this was not always the case. Singers and dancers 
were once mostly men and the celebrations were 
centered around a successful hunt or battle. But 
women and children did participate in some dances. 
One of these was the ‘Scalp Dance’. The women would 
perform this dance once their men returned from 
battle. Painting their faces black and donning the war 
bonnets of their relatives, the women danced and 
sang and carried the scalps collected during battle 
high on poles that were waved proudly in the air. 
Though this dance has succeeded in weathering time, 
it is now practised without the blood of battle still 
clinging to the warrior’s knife and is known by an¬ 
other name — the Round Dance (also formerly the 
Victory Dance). 

The most papular of all pow wow dances, and one 
that survived for well over a hundred and thirty 
years, is the Grass Dance. Originating in Nebraska, 
this dance was widespread throughout the northern 
plains and made famous by the Sioux and Omaha 
Tribes. A head piece known as the Irushka, and worn 
by the dancers of the plains tribes, provides the 


wherefore of the first name of the Grass Dance. When 
translated, the term Irushka means ‘standing in the 
middle of the fire’. The dance was characterized by a 
single eagle feather being attached to the hair piece. 
Though this image or symbol has been eliminated 
over the years, the headdress was retained and is still 
a principal part of the Grass Dance regalia. 

Today, like yesterday, the pow wow is held as a 
means of traditional communications among Indian 
people. The celebrations are usually accompanied by 
magic, feasting, singing and dancing; The latter is 
often performed to ensure future success, good health 
and prevention of illness. Many tribes hold annual - 
pow wows and encourage attendance not only from 
their Indian brothers but from the non-Native popu¬ 
lation as well.It is expected that before this year is out 
there will be in excess of 500 pow wows held across 
Canada and the United States.

Camsell Hospital renews Aboriginal connection

An old building which was doomed to die a quiet 
death has had new life breathed into it by two Aborigi¬ 
nal organizations. The Charles Camsell Hospital in 
the city’s west-central area is now the home of the 
Native Council of Canada (Alberta)’s second Edmon¬ 
ton location, and the Alberta Indian War Veterans 
Society can be found there as well. 

The Camsell began merging with the nearby Royal 
Alexandra Hospital in January of 1993, and was in 
danger of being phased completely out of use. All 
acute health care programs have been relocated to the 
new quarters. For more than a quarter of a century, 
Native people from all over Canada convalesced at the 
Charles Camsell when recovering from tuberculosis. 
The facility was operated at that time by the federal 
department in charge of Native affairs. Eventually it 
came under the same administration as the other 
hospitals in Edmonton and served the general public, 
but not before a long-time affiliation had been estab¬ 
lished between the Camsell and Native people. 

Opening ceremonies to welcome the two organiza¬ 
tions were held on June 2, and were well attended by 
both the Native and non-Native communities. 

“We were pleased to see Members of the Legislative 
Assembly Howard Sapers, Nick Taylor and Lance 
White there as well as city aldermen Allan Bolstad 
and Ron Hayter, “ says Eileen Patterson, researcher 
for the Alberta Indian War Veteran’s Society. A 
representative from local Member ofParliament Anne 
McLennan’s office rounded out the government digni¬ 
taries in attendance. The staff and board members of 
the two groups were present and welcomed the many 
interested members of the public who attended as 
well. 

Now several organizations have a vision which will 
see the facility housing a complete health centre for 
Aboriginal Albertans. The First People’s Healing 
Centre will eventually take the form of several self- 
sustaining organizations and services. “We envision 
everything under one roof, possibly including active 
care hospital beds, a fitness centre, a pharmacy, and 
extended care for our seniors,” says Patterson. 

Patterson’s organization is involved with finding all 
surviving Aboriginal war veterans in Alberta. “We 
want to ensure they are receiving all the benefits to 
which they are entitled,” says Patterson. Aboriginal 
members of the armed services from the two World 



Wars, the Korean and Vietnam conflicts as well as 
peacekeeping and RCMP service are being sought. 
The organization appeared recently before the Senate 
Committee, addressing issues concerning Aboriginal 
War Veterans, and continues to identify and solve 
problems encountered by these respected members of 
the Aboriginal community. 

The Native Council of Canada (Alberta), or NCC(A), 
has been involved in many worthwhile issues since its 
1984 beginnings, including the representation of In¬ 
dian people applying for status under Bill C-31. 

Among the many projects in which the Native 
Council of Canada (Alberta) is currently involved is a

The hiner City High School, an independent school 
operated in Edmonton by the Inner City Youth Devel¬ 
opment Association and accredited with Alberta Edu¬ 
cation, will be holding an open house at the end of this 
month. 

The open house will run from 4 p.m. till 8 p m on 
Tuesday, June 28th, and will be held at IheBoyle 
Street Community League, in which the school is 
I located. The street address is 9515 - 104th Avenue. 

The school, which has been in operation since early 
I 1993, is facing a situation in which a shortage of funds 
may cause it to close by February of next year. This is 
i~ despite the fact that the school is clearly and demon- 
I strably performing a vital function for inner city 
I youths in Edmonton, by helping them continue and 
complete their education. In fact, the first three stu¬ 
dents from the school to write departmental examina- 
■ tions scored higher than the provincial average 



The problems facing the school stem from the Al¬ 
berta government’s program of rapid deficit reduction 
and wide-sweeping cutbacks. Joe Cloutier and Alexina 
Dalgetty, the co-ordinators of the Inner City Youth 
Development Association, explain that under the 
cutbacks and restructuring, students going to the 
Hlgh f ch ° o1 receive funding from the 
Students Finance Board only if there is no space for 
them in the public school system. The school has 
already begun to lose students as a result of the new 
policy, which has been appealed. 

Furthermore, independent schools like the Inner 
City High School receive only about one-third of the 
funding per student allocated to public schools. And 
since many of the youths at the school do not have a 
means of support, the school does not charge tuition 
fees. 

The school has also written a letter to Premier 
Ralph Klein, but at the time of writing this article a 
reply had not been received. 

At present, there are about 25 students enrolled in 
the Inner City High School, at various stages of their 
education. Over half of the students enrolled are 
Native. 

The Inner City Youth Development Association 
also conducts drama programs for inner city youths of 
various ages, and at the open house, there will be two 
performances of a play called They Can't Be Trusted. 

The play will be staged by a performing group that 
emerged from the drama programs a number of years 
ago, andhasbeen performing plays around Alberta at 
awide variety ofvenues. Overtime, a large proportion 
of the members of the performing group have been 
Native youths, so the group has performed on many 
reserves. 

The plays that have been developed have been 
largely based on the personal stories and experiences 
of the youths, and They Can’t Be Trusted gives the 
youths’ perspectives on racism and their experience 
with racism and prejudice. The plays will be staged at 
5 p.m. and 7 p.m. 

The open house will feature information displays, 
and will also serve as a fundraiser for the school. For

Study for the Royal Commission on Aboriginal Peo¬ 
ples of the ways in which self-government could be 
financed, particularly in an urban area. 

While the organization will still maintain its origi¬ 
nal location at #306,10408 -124 Street, the new office 
will focus on an Inherent Right Project. Under the 
guidance of PresidentDoris Ronnenberg, the research 
project involves a series of summer workshops where 
opinions on self-government, Aboriginal issues and 
general concerns will be investigated and studied. 



The NCC(A) is also very much involved in the 
overall Camsell project. A steering committee has 
been struck which will investigate the future of the 
hospital, with the NCC(A) being in full support of the 
holistic care facility being planned. 

Charles Camsell staff is pleased by the possibility 
that the building can enjoy a renewed usefullness 
Executive Assistant Joanna Pawlyshyn notes that 
the governing board at the hospital has long been 
aware of the linkage between the hospital and Cana¬ 
da’s Aboriginal people. “The last thing anyone wants 
is for the building to close down completely. We 
welcome the Aboriginal groups and encourage them 
in this very worthwile project.”

In 1991, the Glenbow in Calgary set up what is now 
called the First Nations Advisory Council. Since that 
ne, the Council has provided assistance to the 
enbow as it puts together exhibits that involve 
Native people. 

That assistance can come in a number of forms, 
ranging from advice on whether it is appropriate to 
include an item or artifact in an exhibit — and if so, 
how—to whether information provided in an exhibit 
is correct and accurate. 

Examples of the Council’s 


current exhibit on persona] adornment, and a future 
exhibit — for which the Council showed strong sup¬ 


port — concerning the stereotyping of Native people 


through commercial 

The Glenbow is also developing an exhibit concern¬ 
ing World War II and is looking, with the help of the 
Council, for information on the participation of Na¬ 
tives in that war. 

According to Gerry Conaty, senior ethnologist at 
the Glenbow, an increasing number of people at the 
Glenbow are working with the First Nations Advisory 
Council, and utilizing its members’ expertise and 
knowledge. 

There are nine people on the Council, with eight 
members from First Nations from across Alberta, and 
one from the Kwacatoose First Nation in Saskatch¬ 
ewan. The council meets four times each year, and 
most recently met on June 8th.

Cheslatta Solidarity Caravan 
journeys across Canada " 

The Cheslatta Solidarity Caravan journeys this 
month from Ottawa and travels across Canada to 
rendezvous with the Cheslatta people during their 
annual camp out on their traditional lands. 

Prior to 1952 the Cheslatta had a largely self- 
sustaining lifestyle based on the fish, game and plant 
life of their traditional area. This area was flooded in 
1952 with the construction of the Alcan Kemano I 
Hydro Project and the Cheslatta were forced to 
relocate. 

In 1984 Alcan unveiled plans to “complete” the 
Kemano project with the construction of Kemano II. 

This project will further reduce the flow ofthe Nechako 
River and will threaten the salmon stocks in the 
Fraser River system. The impact on the Cheslatta 
will be devastating and they have been actively lobby¬ 
ing against its construction since 1984. 

In a statement issued last month Cheslatta Carrier 
Nation Chief Marvin Charlie wrote: “The Carrier 
Sekani Tribal Council’s fight to stop Alcan’s Kemano 
2 project is led by my Nation. This is a David and 
Goliath battle. Alcan, one of Canada’s largest corpo¬ 
rations, is a multi-billion dollar corporation with very 
deep pockets. Cheslatta is a small nation with less 
than 80 people living on reserve. We do not have deep 
pockets. We have spent about $235,000 and through 
the Cheslatta Kemano Defence Fund we have raised 
$91,000 leaving us with a deficit of well over $100,000 
fighting Kemano 2. The money has been spent on 
phone bills, faxing, postage, travel, legal fees, re¬ 
search and salaries. With that money, we have 
uncovered much of the buried Kemano 2 story and we 
have moved many mountains in our way, but the 
deficit stares us in the face. It could be wiped out if we 
took the combined $150,000 offered by the federal and 
provincial governments for anticipation in the 
B.C.U.C. review. But, since this is not a credible 
review, we have not accepted the money. We simply 
have to raise more money to continue this fight for 
survival, a fight which is benefiting Canadian and 
American, Native and non-Native. The cost of fight¬ 



ing is high, but the cost of not fighting is even higher. 

“To those of you, who have already helped, thank 
you from the bottoms of our hearts for your generosity 
and your willingness to stand side-by-side with us. 
And thank you for your spiritual, political and moral 
support, which helps keep the flame of hope burning. ” 

Led by Wet’suwet’en Hereditary Chief Ron George, 
the Solidarity Caravan will stop in fourteen commu¬ 
nities across Canada to conduct workshops, presenta¬ 
tions and public forums on the Kemano II project and 
its impact on the Cheslatta people. Mr. George will be 
accompanied by members of the Innu, Algonquin, 
Mohawk and Carrier nations. 

The Solidarity Caravan and Cheslatta Camp-out 
will be recorded on film by Ottawa documentary film 
maker Sheila Jordan, for broadcast on television. For

The dire need for air pollution control 

A report released in April, and commissioned by the Greater Vancouver 
Regional District and the environment departments of the federal and British 
Columbia governments, has illustrated the importance of controlling air pollu¬ 
tion. According to the Vancouver Sun, the report indicates that a proposed smog 
control plan for the Greater Vancouver regional district would, over the next 25 
years: prevent 2,800 premature deaths in Greater Vancouver and the Fraser 
Valley .reduce the number of hospital emergency room visits by 33,000; reduce 
crop and property damage by $74 million. 

Canada among leaders in garbage production 

A Statistics Canada report places Canada as the seventh leading producer of 
solid waste among the world’s industrialized countries. Canadians produce 360 
kilograms of solid waste each year per capita, ranking behind the United States, 
New Zealand, Australia, the Netherlands, France, and Japan. 

Americans produce the most garbage in the world — 826 kilograms of solid 
waste per capita each year.
